T H E E AIN-STORM. 


Still R aining am i Som e o f the Stream s 
O verflowing Their Hanks. 
G k im es (Colusa county), February 1-lth. 
The levee broke two utiles below here, at 
Browning’s old break, and a large volume 
of water is pouring through the aperture, 
which is nearly fifty feet wide. Thousands 
of acres will be inundated. Another break 
occured just opposite, and is now over 
three hundred feet wide. 
Grimes1 Landing, February 14th.—At 
10:30 this morning an immense break in 
the levee occurred about two miles below 
this place, on the Colusa county side, and a 
large volume of water went plunging 
through the aperture. 
The break has 
widened to about 100 feet, and the banks 
are caving in incessantly. No doubt the 
break will exceed in magnitude the enor­ 
mous break which occurred in the same 
place in November, 1S85. A. H. Rose, 
manager and President of the reclamation 
district, is here in consultation with his su­ 
perindents, and should the river continue 
to fall an attempt will be made to shut the 
water off. The water is now spreading 
over a vast expanse of young grain, which 
will be an entire loss, and will, if not soon 
shut off, inundate the Poundstone ranch of 
5,000 acres of the finest grain in the count}-. 
A break in the levee occurred nearly oppo­ 
site, in Sutter county, early this morning, 
and before 10 o’clock the aperture had 
widened to over 300 feet. This break will 
not drown out over 100 acres of grain, for 
the water goes directly towards the tule, 
distant about a mile. 
Merced, February 14th.—The rain for 
the past 20 hours has been unusually steady 
and heavy. The streams are overflowing 
this part of the valley, covering with 
water great breadths of land planted to 
wheat. The rain ceased falling at 4 o’c’o k 
this afternoon, though appearances indi­ 
cated that the storm is not over. 
B etiixny, February 14th.—We had one 
inch ot rain in the iast 24 hours. Clouds 
are still overhead. The agricultural out­ 
look is much improved. Snow fell to a 
considerable extent on the foothills to the 
westward, covering the twin peak of Mt. 
Diablo for a distance with a heavy coat. 
H o l l is t e r, February 14th.—A heavy 
rain has been falling ever since last even­ 
ing, amounting in that lime to over 2 in­ 
ches, making six inches lor the season, 
with prospects for more. This assures fair 
crops aud a general revival of business. 
O a k d a l e, February 14th.—The storm 
seems to have closed. Rainfall in the last 
24 hours, 1.16 inches : for February, 2.55; 
for the season, 4.96 inches. 
H a n fo r d, February 14th.—Since 8 p. m . 
of Saturday .65 of an inch of rain has 
fallen here) making a total for the storm of 
2.4H inches. It is still raining, with the 
wind south and the weather warm. 
Io n E, February 14th.—It rained all night 
and up to noon to-day, when it commenced 
snowing, and continued for two hours, pre­ 
cipitating as large flakes as were ever seen, 
and though the ground was very wet, the 
hills and roofs of the houses were well 
covered, affording great amusement to 
many boys, who availed themselves of the 
first opportunity ih their lives to snowball. 
Sutler Creek is running full. The bills 
are white to the east of us. This is the 
heaviest snow that has fallen in this valley 
since February, 1664. The prospects are 
good for another night’s rain. 
A ububn, February 14th.—Four inches of 
snow fell last night. Rain and snow have 
alternated to-day, but most of the snow 
has melted. The thermometer stood at 6 
A. M. at 35°. at 12 M. 37°, and at 6 e. M. 36°. 
The storm from February 4th to date gives 
8 40 inches, the iast two days giving 3.40. 
The ground is well soaked, and a prosper­ 
ous season is assured. 
Y*'inters, February 14tb.—IVeatber still 
threatening rain. Snow is visible on the 
mountains west of the town. The rainfall 
has been .41 of an inch for the last 24 
hours, 10.89 for the storm, and 14.39 for the 
season. 
F r esn o, February l lth.—The rainfall for 
24 hours to S o'clock this morning is .45 of 
an inch, for the season 1 44. This is greater 
than the fall to the same date in 1832 and 
1883. It is still raining. 
H o l l is t e r , February 14th.—Heavy rain 
began to fall at 10 o’clock last evening. At 
this hour, noon, 1.75 ir.ches have fallen. 
It is still raining, witli prospects of a long 
storm. 
S a n J o se, February 14th.--There has 
been a steady fall of rain for the 24 hours 
preceding noon, and the valley is thor­ 
oughly drenched. The creeks are rising. 
A falling barometer promises still more 
rain. 
G il r o y , February 14th.— It rained con­ 
tinuously all night. Over an inch has 
fallen for 24 hours ending at noon to-day. 
The clouds and wind indicate a continuance 
of the storm. 
Rio V ist a. February 
14th.—For the 
forty-eight hours ending at noon to-day we 
have had .78 of an inch of rain, making 
3.40 inches for the storm. 
We have had 
light showers this afternoon, and 
the 
weather is cold and unsettled. 
JjOdx, February 14th.—It has 
rained 
steadily all day, but cleared off cool. Rain­ 
fall for the storm, 4.25 inches; for the sea­ 
son, 7 inches. The prospects are good for 
crops. 
T empleton, February 14th.—After nine 
days’ continnous rain, a storm of thunder, 
lightning, hail and rain continued all last 
night aud to-day. The thunder is as heavy 
and the lightning as vivid as in Eastern 
storms. 
G il r o y , February 14th.—The weather 
has cleared slightly this afternoon, but is 
still unsettled, with prospects of more rain. 
Rainfall for the last twentv-fonr hours, 1 20 
inches; for the season, 7.5Ó inches. Ground 
and crops are in excellent condition. 


C A L IFO R N IA . 


Indino M urderers D ischarged. 
Visalia, February- 14th.—The case of the 
Indians, who recently killed a medicine 
man on the Title River Reservation, came 
up in the Superior Court to-day. Counsel 
for the defense moved that the case be dis­ 
missed, on the grounds 
that the Stale 
Courts had no jurisdiction in the matter. 
District Attorney I.amberson made no ob­ 
jections, and the Indians were discharged 
by Judge Cross, who said, without commit­ 
ting himself, as being of a like mind, that 
lie would dismiss the case because the mo­ 
tion of the defense was not resisted by the 
District Attorney : that the sovereignty is 
with the State, and the Government of the 
United States being one of delegated pow­ 
ers, we must scrutinize closely such ques­ 
tions, in order that the State be not divested 
of its sovereignty. 
W etl in a G u tter. 
W atsonville, February 14th. — Word 
was brought to town this’ morning that a 
man was lying dead on the roadside lead­ 
ing to Chittenden's ranch. The Coroner 
had the remains conveyed to town. The 
body was identified as that of Thomas 
Reed, a native of Maryland. He was em­ 
ployed as a wood-ehopper on the Kelly 
ranch. 
He had beet? in town Saturday 
and Sunday, and started home in an intox­ 
icated condition in company with another 
chopper. 
When he reached the place 
where found, he lay down in the gutter, 
and could not be induced to go farther. 
The storm during the night filled the gutter 
with water, and chilled him to death. The 
jury brought in a verdict in accord with the 
above.

SUITS AGAINST THE STATE. 
The special order (Clunie’s bill authorizing 
suits tube brought against the State) comiug up 
on Caminetti’s motion to reconsider the vote by 
which it was passed, Clunie moved to indefi­ 
nitely ¡*ostpone the motion. 
After some debate the motion to indefinitely 
postpone was carried—ayes 16, noes 13. 
RIFARIAN RIGHTS. 
The next special order was Bower’s bill to re­ 
peal Section 1422of Title VIII. ot the < ivil Code 
(alhimiug the doctrine of riparian rights as 
known to the English common law). The pend­ 
ing question was Langford’s amendment defin­ 
ing riparian rights. 
Rosé of Los Angeles spoke at considerable 
length in favor of the bill. 
Chandler opposed the bill, saying that he 
favored the promotion of irrigation interests, 
but could not vote to wipe out riparian rights. 
Abbott of Contra Costa favored the repeal. 
He declared that California was the only dry 
country in which this English doctrine has beeii 
allowed to prevail. 1 he law is wrong in princi­ 
ple, and ought to be repealed. 
Caminetti and Crandall spoke against the bill. 
LEGISLATIVE SESSIONS. 
Pending arguments on the bill, Sterte called 
up his motion lo reconsider the vote by which 
feenate constitutional amendment X<>. 
was de­ 
feated on Friday. The vote was reconsidered— 
ayes 25, noes 3. 
EVENING SESSIONS. 
Caminetti called up his motion to reconsider 
the vote by which his motion for evening ses­ 
sions had been defeated. 8o ordered, and the 
rules were amended so as to provide for night 
sessions,, commencing on Thursday, the 17th in­ 
stant. 
DEBATE RESUMED. 
White of Loa Angeles resumed the debate on 
the bill to repeal the riparian rights provision 
of the Civil Code. He declared that past ac­ 
quired rights eould not be disturbed by any leg­ 
islation. and it wa* only desired to legislate for 
the future by no longer encouraging ]*ersons to 
settle upon the banks of streams and appropri­ 
ate the waters thereof, to the exclusion of 
others. He was uot in favor oí having waters 
flow unused from the mountains to the sea, 
when they might have been devoted to develop­ 
ing the resources of the soil. 
Steele of San Luis Obispo said lie was in favor 
of a general system o f irrigation understate 
control, but thought it would be wise to retain 
the present law until some such system might 
be agreed upon. If the proposed repeal were 
successful the unnavigable waters ot the State 
would he appropriated at once, and the water 
sold to individuals at exorbitant rates. 
Bowers of San Diego spoke earnestly in be­ 
half of his bill, severely criticising the action 
of those members who always talk in favor of 
irrigation and invaria ly vote the other way. 
The debate was further continued by Patter­ 
son, Conklin and Langford, and lasted until 
after 6 o’clock j*. m. 
On a call of the roll the Langford amendment 
was lost, by a vote of 13 ayes to 20 noes. 
A motion to adjourn at this juncture was 
voted down. 
The question next came up on the am end­ 
ment offered by the committee, providing that 
the repeal of Section 1122 shall not all’eci vested 
rights. 
Crandall took the floor, and spoke at length 
against the proposed repeal. 
Camfnetti. interrupting, remarked that if the 
genriemaii w as talking against time he might 
accomplish the same object by giving notice of 
a motion to reconsider. 
Steele, at 6:15, moved to adjourn. Lost. 
White moved the previous question. 
Vrooman thought it very unparliamentary 
and unfair tor the friends of the bill to attempt 
to choke off debate by those opposed b» it. 
Pending further discussion the Senate at 6:20 
adjourned.

Resolved, That the roll of the Assembly be 
called each legislative day at the hour of 11 
o’clock, anti as the name of each member Is 
calle 1 he shall designate by title the number 
and position on the general file such Arsembly 
bill as he may desire to be considered tl¡< re- 
upou.

If the legislative 
day should close before each member’s name be 
called, then the roll shall be commenced on the 
next <lay at the name which was called the last 
on the preceding day; provided, that each mem­ 
ber shall have the right to cu 1 up but one As­ 
sembly bill during the session.

Re*nlw], That the Committee on Retrench­ 
m ent lie instructed to investigate said charges 
by ascertaining from the office of th«- -e ret.i ;• 
of State the am o u n to f engrossing done by said 
Jacob Shaen, the amount properly due him 
therefor, and ascertain from the ofilco of the 
State Controller the amount of warrants drawn 
in favor of Jacob Shaen, for said engrossing; 


and said committee is directed to report to this 
Bouse the result of their investigation a their 
earliest possible convenience. 


THE 8PECIAL ORDER. 
At 2:15 Assemblyman Hart called for the 
special order, which was the consideration of 
the substitute for A. B. 179, which provides for 
the division of Colusa county and the formation 
of the new county of Glcnu. 
The Speaker held that, inasmuch as the hour 
for calling the special order had passed, the 
same could not be called except by a vote of the 
House. It was no longer a privileged matter. 
Mr. Hart t(»ok the floor and stated that he had 
called for the speciul order immedhitely after 
the necessary calling of the roll, num-oval of the 
journal and prayer by the Chaplain 
líe ho¡>ed 
no memUi r of the Assembly would deny h im 
the right ot calling up his bill u’ this time. 
Knox of Los Angeles took the floor and said 
it was something unusual for him to be in oppo­ 
sition to su b am otion or request. He liked to 
be courteous a:»d fair, but hr1 believed ia killing 
this bill here aud now. It had a peculiar aroma 
about it that whs offensive t<> liis and every 
other honest m an’s nostrils. 
There were in­ 
fluences to work to secure its passage that were, 
it was claimed, not exactly straight; and the 
snek, it was also asserted, was here ready to be 
distributed where it would do the most good to 
secure the pa sanee of this bill. It was bad 
policy, this establishing a precedent that 5,000 
people in any county can set up a claim and de­ 
cide for them sol vtM*, without reference to the 
rest of the county, whether they will set up 
housekeeping or go it alone or not. If this bill 
passes and becomes a law. the county of Ix)s 
An¿elcs will be split iu twain, will be rent in 
every direction. 
From Pasadena, from Santa 
Ana, from Orange, from Riverside—all having 
populations of over 5,<jqo—will come a demand 
lor home rule, and each one will form a new 
county. 
It will be n bad precedent. 
The 
speaker alluded to the “ sack,’’ the “ bag,” the 
“ corrupt politicians,” etc.. in a sty e Hint would 
indicate that he hud but little respect for poli­ 
ticians generally, and none at all for those in 
power in Colusa. 
Mathews of Tehama was also opposed to the 
reading of the bill. The author had, by his 
negligence, allowed it to go by default, and he 
thought it no more than right that it sheuld 
meet the fate it so richly deserved—that of go­ 
ing on the file under the head of unfinished 
business. He thought the question of secession 
was settled some years ago, but it was reserved 
for three bright lights of this Assembly to re­ 
vivify the ghost of the lost cause. 
Shanahan said he was surprised that the gen­ 
tleman from Tehama, or in fact any gentlem an 
upon the floor of the Assembly, would endeavor 
to crush an imjHirtant measure by taking ad­ 
vantage of a mere technicality. It was not 
manly, neither was it the mark of statesman­ 
ship 
He would not take such a mean ad­ 
vantage of a measure even if he knew it was of 
the most vital import to his county for him to 
do so. He believed in allowing measures to 
come before the house, and there sc! le them in 
debate. He said the gentleman from Los An­ 
geles had called up two billa ont of order, and 
secured their passage, and he was the last man 
that should object to the extending of courtesies 
toothers. The speaker said that the corrup­ 
tion came from the 
other 
side 
of 
the 
House. 
One 
gentleman—a 
high 
official— 
had threatened nini if he supported this m inor­ 
ity report of the committee, w hich was the m a­ 
jority report up to the eleventh hour. He made 
a strong appeal to the House t*» take up the bill. 
He ’-nticised the remarks of the member from 
Lo? Angele: very severely, and said he was so 
wrap]»ed up in booming his section he tr»ok 
every opportunity on the flo*»r of the House to 
advertise hi* county. The speaker :hen, in or­ 
der to stand him off on that proposition, entered 
into a glowing account of the va?t resources of 
Shasta county, which, in his opini n. were so 
much supcri -r to those of the boasted south 
that they ought not to be spoken of on the same 
day. 
ilart replied at length to the remarks of Mr. 
Knox, denying all the allegations of corruption, 
stating that they were unwarranted and unsup­ 
ported by fact. 
’ a vote being taken, the bill was ordered read 
a second time by n vote of 46 to 16. 
The bill was slightly amended as to the 
boundary line ix*twcen the proposed connty of 
Glcua ar.d Butte, ordered engrossed and lo a 
third reading. 
Several committees made reports on bills 
which had been referred to them. 
The Committee on Fish and (dime, which is 
snow ed in on the Summit, was granted another 
day’s leave of absence. 
Evening Session. 
At the evening session the Hou<e took up the 
following Assembly bills and read them a first 
tim e: No.*. 2, M20, 2M and I'd. re nting to the 
charters of Chico, Alameda, Los Angeles, Oak­ 
land, Stockton and 8*n Joee. 
The bills are very lengthy, the reading of one 
occupying an ho u rs time. ’ In order to facilitate 
business and save time, the 8peaker ordered 
the reading of all the charter? at the same time, 
which was done by the four clerks at the desk. 
This created considerable confusion aud no lit­ 
tle merriment, but Hie constitutional provision 
was thus complied with, ami ail the bills thus 
advanced to the second-reading hie.

When asked what it was that 
pleased him.’ he cheerily remarked: “ The Fish 
and Game Committeeaie snowed in on the sum­ 
mit. I was just thinking that one committee at 
least would earn their mileage. If we could 
only send the Committee on Public Buildings 
and Grounds to sea without either compass, sail 
or rudder, then, indeed, could I die happy.” 
Who is the author of “ Beautiful Snow,” ought 
to be settled by the Assembly Committee on Fish 
and Game. 
The weekly history of Assembly bills way 
placed on members’ desks yesterday. By it we 
learn that 509 bills, 18 constitutional am end­ 
ments, aqd 11 joint resolutions had been intro­ 
duced up to and including 
last Saturday. 
Messrs. Carroll and ¿¡Taylor, of San amento, yes­ 
terday. between them, introdnced five bills, and 
many other members made similar records. 
It 
is almost imponible for any bill introduced nt 
this late date to even get through one House, 
and it is difficult to see why - j many are still 
being presented. 
The Senate Judiciary Committee last evening 
favorably considered 8. B. 30►. relative to the 
establishment of a system of trade-marks. They 
also substituted e». B. 215 lor A. B. 16, on the 
ground that the latter most completely covered 
the subject of mechanics’ liens. 
The Assembly Committee on Retrenchm ent 
will consider the charges against Joseph Shaen, 
Engrossing Clerk of the Assembly, at the noon 
recess to-day.

A TREASURY RAID. 


The Legislature is asked to pay certain 
parties sums of money for certain wagon 
roads and trails in the Yosemite valley. 
There is no merit in any of them. If these 
claims should lie approved, and backed by 
law requiring them to be paid, it will be 
an outrage. Frequently since the State 
took charge of this superb heritage, which 
a beneficent Government made possible to 
her, there have been attempts, more or 
less successful, to use it as a means of 
bleeding either the State or tourists—most 
frequently both—and the diligence of a 
State Commission has not been wholly 
able to prevent these trespasses. Fora long 
time tourists were the chief sufferers, but 
the impositions in that direction being cur­ 
tailed, the State was sought out as a means 
of compensation for departed privileges. 
Judging from the past history of these 
franchises, one might be justified in the 
seeming extravagance of statement that 
the State is not, and never will be, rich 
t nough to buy herself free from these privi­ 
leges. They are perennial, and apparently 
w,11 never know death. 
The roads and trails were built under 
contracts specifying that they were to be­ 
come the property of the State at the ex­ 
piration f f ten years. The Act of Congress, 
which was the Federal deed of gift of the 
valley and adjacent reservation to the 
State of California, specially provided that 
no leases should l.e made for longer than ten 
years. But this wise prescience to prevent 
the valley being made an instrument of 
extortion, was in many instances evaded, 
b making a lease for a shorter period, anil 
renewing it for ten years. In nearly every 
case the owners of the trails had the use 
of their proj>erty for frotu ten to sixteen 
years, 
and 
collected 
tolls 
upon 
it 
for 
the 
whole 
of 
that 
time. 
In 
most part 
they 
were mere apologies 
for 
trails 
for 
tourists, being 
little 
more than inexpensive sheep-patlis along 
the walls of the valley. At no time in all 
their history did they ever rise to the 
dignity of roadways sufficient for a single 
horse. 
These properties paid to their 
owners royal profits, they lieittg permitted 
to exact a dollar from every person riding 
over one of them—the most exorbitant 
blood-sweating toll ever wrung from an 
unhappy tourist in the round world, the 
cost of construction and length of the trail 
being considered. With the expiration of 
the leases, these trails fell by limitation to 
the State, 
in many ways, quite too num­ 
erous to mention now, the trail owners 
sought to wrench from the State money to 
which they have no earthly right. The 
entire raft of them have now pooled their 
issues, and made a dead set upon a Legis­ 
lature inclined to be generous and merci­ 
ful, under tbe guise of purchases. 
It is proposed to take several thousands 
of the people’s money to pay parties for 
making a wagon road who would “jump 
at the chance'’ of a privilege to construct 
such a road over the grant and pay a 
round premium for the privilege. They 
solicited this privilege for the stage com­ 
panies, and wished to drive their stages 
into the valley. All benefit attaching to 
the enterprise they derived, and now hav­ 
ing constructed the roads and established 
lines of travel over the routes, they ask 
the State to pay them back more than the 
cost of construction. 
Suppose these parties had come up to 
the State with this proposition : “We want 
you to build a wagon road from the limits 
of your grant down to the hotels in your 
valley ; then we want to enjoy the privi­ 
lege of the roads to carry passengers into 
and out of the valley, and charge them for 
the service, and in addition to charge toll 
on the road.” 
Of course such impudence 
would have received proper rebuke, and 
the jietitioners would have lieeu indig­ 
nantly told to go about their business. 
They knew this, and therefore asked sim­ 
ply for the privilege oí building the roads 
themselves. 
But being once constructed, 
and having inured to the benefit of the 
companies building them, and to their 
prosperity, these men now come to the 
State and coolly ask indemnity. 
I t would drive a Solomon to the verge 
o f insanity to discover wherein that un­ 
fortunate commonwealth, the 
State of 
C alifornia, has done any wrong, th at it 
should lie made to sweat coin into the 
purses of these wagon-road petitioners. In 
w hat has the State damaged them th at it 
should be called tipon to make reparation ? 
If such a claim wete made by one citizen 
upon another, there is not a Court in the 
land that would give the case ten minutes 
standing upon its docket after the facts 
were made known. 
It remains to be seen 
whether the State will, in the chief tribu- 


FBUIT-GROWIXG. 


Mr. Pendleton has said that American 
newspapers have “ more war news from 
Germany, from France, from Austria, from 
Ilussirf, from Bulgaria than appears in all 
the papers of Berlin put together.” Judg­ 
ing from the foreign dispatches, and the 
failure to act on the part of those nations 
of which the news treats, Mr. 1’endleton is 
justified in his statement. The “ enter­ 
prise” of the American uews-gatherer and 
liis desire to make his journal the “ liveli­ 
est," leads him to give greater imjtortance 
to events and expressions in Europe than 
truth justifies. 
If the news dispatches 
from Europe during the past month had 
not been in the main reportorial specula­ 
tion, the Powers by this time must have 
been in the midst of the bloodiest of con­ 
tests'for mastery. There certainly is dis­ 
trust and fear among the nations of Eu­ 
rope to-day, greater than have been mani­ 
fest since 1870, but there is nothing as yet 
to warrant the assumption that war is im­ 
minent. 
It may come late in the spring, 
but just now the situation is one of armed 
neutrality, of armored fear of each other, 
of profound anxiety lest there shall be war, 
and beneath all the activity and expres­ 
sion in monarchies there is discoverable 
fear of the masses by the rulers, greater 
than any they have of each other. 
The 
solitary exception is found in France, 
where the bare suggestion of a conflict 
with Germany has done more to solidify 
the republic than anything in all the range 
of jKilitical events since 1870. 


A c o rre s p o n d e n t calls attention to the 
shameless defiance in this city of the law 
prohibiting the sale of lottery tickets, aud 
asks numerous questions that ought to 
bring the color of shame to official cheeks. 
But this open and unconcerned infraction 
of a clear and unmistakable penal statute 
is not a whit more shameful than will be 
the refusal or failure of the Legislature to 
pass Carr's hill to define lottery adver­ 
tising. 
If the gentlemen invested with 
legislative authority at the Capitol decline 
or neglect to act upon the hill, it will 
amount to approval by them of lottery 
gaming, and a confession that they are 
content that the Louisiana and like swin­ 
dles shall defy the laws, corrupt the com­ 
munity and export of the wages of labor 
in California hundreds of thousands of 
dollars annually. 
If any reasonable ob­ 
jection to the bill can be stated by any 
member of either house, or any reason ad­ 
vanced why it should not become a law, lie 
can occupy needed space in these columns 
to advance such objections and reasons. 
There are none; not a word can be said in 
defense of the shameful violation of the 
law in California, and the contempt with 
which Section 322 of the Penal Code is 
treated, or the stubborn refusal of the offi­ 
cers of the law to even test its virtue. 


I n v e n t iv e genius has failed in nothing 
so deplorably as in attempts to supplant 
the tar stove by less dangerous heating 
apparatus. The terrible accident in Ver­ 
mont recently was intensified in its horrors 
by the burning to death of many of the 
victims. No one knows how many were 
killed by the falling of the ears into the 
river, but we do know that many could 
have been saved if the burning of the cars 
had not driven the rescuers back. 
It was 
a “ holacaust ” as well as a terrible plunge 
of a train. 
Elevated Railway trains ill 
«New York are heated by steam; but it is 
*!i difficult matter to apply this method to 
rapidly-moving railroad trains, and in­ 
volves a very large cost and more capacious 
lioilers than speedy locomotives can carry. 
To hot air much the same objections ap­ 
ply. 
In excessive cold seasons neither 
substitute is deemed sufficient, as remote 
ears oiyi train do not receive the vapor 
sufficiently warmed. The railroad companies 
generally are very anxious to supersede 
the deadly ear stove, and that it has not 
yet been done is simply due to the fact 
that inventors have not proved equal to 
tbe task, though a half a hundred or more 


T iie bill to provide an industrial retreat 
for ex-convicts, we have already com­ 
mended. 
It is to be regretted that it came 
along late in the session. 
It should pass, 
as a matter of pure economy. As our 
practice now is, we simply drive discharged 
convicts back to the paths of vice, aud 
thus make them again charges upon the 
State. First, the police put them under 
surveillance ; next, old convicts, with no 
desire to reform, blackmail such as do se­ 
cure employment, and finally, society turns 
the cold shoulder to them. The ex-con­ 
vict who does not return to vicious com­ 
panionship, under our present system, must 
be a man of extraordinary firmness, and 
his determination to lie law-abiding must 
be fortified by the courage of the martyrs. 
If the parole system is adopted, as the 
Penological Commission desire, the ex-con­ 
vict will be very much better situated, for, 
if at all deserving, lie will have been tried 
in active walks while under State control, 
lie protected and aided bv the State, and 
will have planted his feet firmly in honest 
ways, before he is given full liberty. 


S ays the legislative correspondent of 
the San Francisco Post, in treating the 
issue raised by the W alrath b ill:

strain 1 all mining debris not carried in 
suspension.’ The valley people claim that 
the material carried in suspension is tbe 
slickens they complain of and the material 
that has wrought ruin to the valleys.” 
Claim? It is fact, demonstrable to the 
sense of sight and feeling; and it is amaz­ 
ing that any one can entertain any doubt 
concerning it. 'Whoever wishes to ascer­ 
tain the exact truth relative to that matter, 
can do so by the most ordinary of investi­ 
gations, and in an hour'3 time. 


I t is stated that one of the effects of the 
enforcement of the interstate commerce 
bill will be to put a stop to the roaming of 
seven-tenths of the so-called star-combina- 
tion theatrical troupes. W hile tbe law is 
one not to lie approved by wisdom, and 
that will work serious injury to ihe pro­ 
ducers and transporters of the country, it 
is gratifying to find that it a fiords us some 
little compensation. It's an ill wind that 
blows no one good. 


P re c is e ly as tbe strikers at the East 
were told, the men who “ went out ” are 
now bitterly regretting their error, and 
have turned to curse their short-sighted 
leaders. 
But, will these men learn wis­ 
dom from th eir experience .’ 
W ill they 
Dot presently lie led a second tim e to at 
tem pt to coerce and intim idate employers? 


T ex a s has taken the lead in a new re­ 
form. One of its houses of Legislature has 
passed a bill to punish strikers who inter­ 
fere with the lawful employment of other 
persons, by threats, menace or such sur­ 
veillance and annoyance as to cause loss to 
them. 


Various F ruits for the Different Soils and 
Clim ates. 
E ds. R ecord-Uniox : Much has been said 
and written about the cultiialion ot fruit 
trees and vines, and yet there remains 
much to be learned. To look over tbe va­ 
rious parts of tbe State and observe tbe 
difference in climate, situation and soil of 
the counties that enjoy a reputation for 
fruit-growing, we will become convinced 
that fruit trees and vines will grow in al­ 
most any climate or soil, Horn the red foot­ 
hills of the Sierras to the rich and alluvial 
lands in the bay counties. 
But, if we become acquainted with the 
natural requirem ents of the fruits we wish 
to raise, we will find that certain fruits re­ 
quire a peculiar clim ate and soil in order to 
produce the most satisfactory resultó. Pine 
and oak trees grow in extrem e northern 
latitudes, but they do not compare with 
the giant oaks and lofty pines grown in 
a more genial clime. So, if we wish to 
raise the best peaches, we m ust find the 
soil and clim ate best adapted to the peach, 
and likewise with other fruits. If a man 
owns a ranch that is adapted to raising ap­ 
ples, he should raise apples, for good ap­ 
ples are better than poor peaches; even 
good potatoes are better than poor oranges. 
It lias been a general belief among farm­ 
ers and orcbardists that pear trees should 
be planted in low or wet land. 
And yet 
this is contrary to the nature of tbe pear. 
A gentleman that lived for m any years in 
Sm yrna told me a lew days ago that pear 
trees grow wild in the dry hills and m oun­ 
tains near Mongrand, often as high as 4,000 
feet above the sea, and he said that the cli­ 
mate is m uch the same as in tbe foothills 
of California. W here these trees are found 
in groves they are grafted and fenced in by 
the natives. Strangers who happen to be 
traveling over the m ountains are much 
surprised to find pear orchards, loaded with 
bright-yellow fruit, high up in the m ount­ 
ains, among forests of pine, far from water 
and hum an habitation. 
W hen the frait is 
ripe the natives haul water and camp near 
the wild orchard until the fruit is gathered, 
then leave the trees without care or cultiva­ 
tion until another harvest. 
He also told me that vtry few olive orch­ 
ards have been planted in Smyrna, as they, 
too, grow wild in sufficient num ber to sap- 
ply the demand. These trees are found in 
the dryest and rockiest parts of tbe country 
—moisture apparently being their greatest 
enemy. Even in our own State, wild plums 
and cherries are found ou the high m ount­ 
ains—often as high as 7,000 or 8,000 feet 
above the sea—and the higher and dryer 
the land the better the fruit. 
All fruits,' so 
far as I know, in their wild stale, grow on 
the uplands, except tbe grape, which is al­ 
ways found near some stream of water. 
So we generally reverse the laws of na­ 
ture. If we have a dry and rocky hillside, 
we plant it to vines, and the pear trees and 
plums, etc., are taken from their natural 
home, 011 the dry and sunny hillside, and 
planted in low or wet lands ; or, if a wet 
place cannot be found, they m ust be irri­ 
gated. 
Now, I hold, that if vines will 
grow aud bear good fruit on the dry hill­ 
sides w ithout irrigation, pears, peaches, 
olives, etc., will certainly grow and bear 
better fruit than they would in low and 
wet land. 
If grapes are finer Uavored 
when grown without irrigation, it stands 
to reason 
that peaches, pears, etc., so 
grown would be superior to those grown 
in wet lands. I do not say that the yield 
of fruit is as large,'but I do say that fruit 
grown without irrigation is of a superior 
quality—is better for shipping, will keep 
longer, and will always bring the top m ar­ 
ket price. 
VV e m ust learn the nature of the tree and 
fruits we wish to raise, and not go too much 
on what other people say. Remember it is 
always some “ fool” in the neighborhood 
that tries some new plan. If some one had 
not acted the “ fool 
California would not 
now raise enough fruit to supply a China 
fruit-stand. 
It was a “ big fool,” if I re­ 
m ember rightly, that planted tbe first 
orange tree in Northern California. 
W hat 
California needs is more such “ fools.” We 
will never learn what can be done in Cali­ 
fornia by reading agricultural books printed 
in New York. 
We m ust get thoroughly 
acquainted with the land we cultivate.

T h e D iv isio n o f C oln sa C ounty. 
Eds. K ecord-U nion : I'ask space enough 
in your columns to present some thoughts 
on the Colusa county division question. 
I 
lielieve these thoughts are worthy of con­ 
sideration. 
In the first place, when­ 
ever 
any 
large 
number 
of 
people 
in a given county grow discontented with' 
its territorial expanse, and the consequent 
cost in money and time of maintaining the 
county government with the scat at a 
given point, is it not just to give their claim 
a hearing? When these petitioners repre­ 
sent a large body of the people of the pro­ 
posed new county, there is made, prima 
facie, a case fur division, and this is the 
situation of the Colusa county division 
contest, for a majority of the 
people 
of the proposed new county petition 
for 
the 
division. 
Now 
then, sirs, 
counties are but convenient subdivisions 
for the more economic administration of 
affairs 111 a State. 
I can conceive of a 
State without counties and yet with all 
needed protection and representation given 
the people; but it would be at a great ex­ 
pense, and by very slow processes. 
Now, I 
hold the county is best bounded that has its 
territory proportioned to the minimum nf 
cost anil time to be expended by the peo­ 
ple consistent with good government. As a 
rule the small county with the necessary 
numerical strength and financial capacity, 
is to be preferred to the large county 
equally as 
strong and rich, 
because 
it 
is 
conservative of the liest gov­ 
ernment, to bring it closest to the people, 
and because the ease with which its seat 
mav he reached and its processes served, 
and the economy of cost in each casi’, ren­ 
der 
its 
burdens 
lighter. 
It is an 
old maxim 
that 
that is the strong­ 
est 
and 
best 
government 
that 
the 
people least feel to be a burden, and it is 
just as true of counties as of States and na­ 
tions. 
Now Colusa county is an empire in 
itself. 
It is a rich anil populous region, 
and all believe it is to speedily be­ 
come much more populous and 
rich. 
Happily it is free from debt, and 
it 
is, therefore, in an admirable condition for 
division. 
Why, then, should it not be 
made and the local government lie brought 
closer to the homes of the people? 
I am told that the majority of tax-paying 
strength opposes the division, but even if 
that is so, it is not an important factor, 
for the íarge taxpayer really is least 
inconvenienced by lung routes to county 
seats, while the poor man is as much if 
not more concerned in the matter than 
the 
well-to-do, as on 
him 
the bur­ 
ilen falls tin» heavier in 
reaching a 
government that is distant. Two county 
governments, I think it has been shown, 
can !>o administered in the territory em­ 
braced by Colusa about as cheaply as one, 
because the shortness of distance will, in the 
saving of mileage of witnesses, jurors and 
officers, and the personal economy of the 
people, about equalize the matter. 
Tbe people must realize that in a new 
country being cut up by new routes of travel 
and carriage, the centers of population, 
commerce and trade must change; even 
the convenience of the people will change 
and territorial bounds lose their original 
significance. The “ divislonists” desiring 
a separate government will not become 
contented by defeat we all know, but again 
attempt it at the next session of the Legis­ 
lature, and meanwhile the contention will 
lie kept up, and must prove of much 
injury to all. 
Better to let the new county 
be formed, and a new government lie set 
up, which will have the high merit of 
greater nearness to the homes of those 
who mast support it. 
I cannot see how “ old” Colusa is to 
be injured by carving from her side a 
“ new" Colusa, under whatever name it 
is to be known. 
The first will remain 
numerically and financially capable of 
county maintenance. 
It will have lesser 
area to supervise, and will inevitably pro­ 
duce better results in road-building, eco­ 
nomic administration, jiolitical representa­ 
tion and taxation. 
I have heard much and read more on 
both sides of the ColiLsa county division 
question, and I am free to say, viewing 
the whole matter from impartial distance, 
that were I now resident of the old section, 
I should say to the petitioners who desire 
to form the new county, “ Go in peace, 
since you are of age, have the numbers 
and the means, and desire no longer to af­ 
filiate with us. 
Your retiracv will leave 
me in a compact countv, a people in 
harmony, knowing each other's needs and • 
capacities, free from debt, with a county j 
government already established, and I 


O ar M agn ificen t In a ctiv ity . 
Eos. R ecoed-C nion : W e hear of a col­ 
ony scheme here and of a boom there, 
and how to boom our own section. Our 
city is large enough. 
W e have every 
avenue of business full. 
M anufacturing 
has always proved a failure here except 
upon a sm all scale. Now what do we want ? 
As we look around and see progress in 
every direction, we feel that we are being 
passed in tbe race, yet it a m an w anted to 
buy a farm in this county, and had found 
one that the price and quality suited, the 
first farm er or real estate agent he consult­ 
ed would inform him that it was not worth 
the money. 
Doubtless they would each 
have a bargain for him , but it would look 
so near like tbe one they bad decried that 
be would leave the county in disgust and 
tell every home-seeker he rnet that every­ 
thing was held too high here. 
The fact is 
that land is lower, according to quality and 
facilities, than in any other portion of the 
State, and it has been so for m any years. 
Taxes in this county are low in per cent, 
and in valuation. W hat we want is more 
settlers. 
There is on the north of us 50,000 to 60,­ 
000 acres of good land for settlem ent that 
comes almost to our city limits. 
It is not 
for safe, we hear, but it is for sale at some 
price, and it is w ithin reach of an abund­ 
ant supply of water from tbe American 
river, who source is inexhaustible. 
That 
50,000 or 00,000 acres of laud, with water to 
irrigate it. would, under the m anipulating 
hand of Los Angeles agents, inside of two 
years be selling for $200 per acre, and in 
five years more it would be worth $5,000 
per acre. 
On the south side of the American river, 
between tbe said river anil tbe Cosumnes— 
the foothills and the low lands bordering 
on the Sacramento—there are about 200,000 
acres. This section is all dotted over with 
homes, and yet there are many quite large 
uncultivated tracts. Go to the Sacramento 
county m ap aud look at the finest section 
ia the State for an irrigation system, with 
the American river as a supply. A small 
portion of the land is now irrigated by 
water raised by pumps, and the Natoma 
Company sell the water from their ditch at 
a very rem unerative price. 
Let men from 
the East, or from Los Angeles, come up 
here and take out the water, and they can 
get an interest in most every quarter-sec- 
tion of land for a right in the canal. But 
there is 110 money here to start the enter­ 
prise. The people have their m oney in­ 
vested, and are doing well enough in their 
own way. 
After our first Citrus Fair an effort was 
made to purchase a portion of the San Juan 
grant for colony purposes. The exam ining 
committee reported favorably, but not very 
strong. Some of our best posted citizens 
thought $25 per acre too high, and the 
thing died of inactivity and want of push. 
It is true that it was the particular business 
of no one to push it, because there was no 
scheme of self-interest in it of sufficient 
m agnitude to any individual; but since 
that tim e latid w ithout improvements on 
the opposite side of the river, not of so good 
quality, not covered by a water ditch, has 
been sold to homeeeekers at $60 anil up­ 
ward per acre. “ W hat is the m atter? ’ 
If tbe reports are true, Stockton can raise 
money enough to far outstrip Sacramento 
in furthering imm igration schemes, yet 
that section Is hotter and colder, and wetter 
and dryer, and more injured by dry winds 
than this section. 
There are men here now looking for a 
place of business investm ent. They give 
Sacramento the preference as to natural ad­ 
vantages, and I reiterate that, taking soil 
and climate, rainfall and absence of frost, 
that Sacramento county stands at the front 
and fore of the whole State. 
Build up that 
which surrounds Sacramento, and men will 
rush into the town. 
1 have propounded 
the question to land-owners living in the 
section south of the 
American riv e r: 
“ Will you give one fourth of your land for 
an interest in a water ditch that will fur­ 
nish you water to irrigate the other three- 
fourths?” 
And the question has invar­ 
iably been answered : 
“ Yes ; or an equiv­ 
alent to one-fourth in money.” 
Figure up 
tbe value of one-fourth of 260,000 acres and 
see wbat kind of an investm ent it will 
make. A t $50 per acre it is two and a half 
million dollars. But I do not presume any 
one here wants i t : some one from else­ 
where m ust boom this county.

“boom” in the business of the lottery ticket 
sellers. 
But it is fostered, egged on and 
“boomed” by the lottery managers in New 
Orleans. They have got down now to the 
business of closing the m ouths of the chief 
paners of San Francisco with big advertise­ 
ments, and even the drawings are tele­ 
graphed in full to this coast, a thing not 
done for any other section, because here is 
a rich field for the lottery 
swindlers. 
Nearly every cigar-stand in this city has 
ticket for sale openly and without secresy, 
and agents hawk them upon the streets. 
Twenty-five per cent, is allowed agents for 
their safes, and this, with the vast cost of 
advertising and 
telegraphing, gives you 
some idea of the im m ensity of the profits 
of the concern, and the hugeness of the 
swindle. 
W hen it is told me that lottery 
gambling cannot be suppressed, with the 
law in the Penal Code forbidding tbe sale 
ot tickets, I reply that means that the offi­ 
cers of the law cannot discover these open 
and bold sales of which no biding is made 
whatever. Oh. how absurd. 
W ho pre­ 
vents the offieeis acting? 
W hat Court, has 
ever refused to entertain a case ? Name, if 
aov one can, a case ir. which a jury has 
refused to convict ? 
W hat protest by any 
body of our people has been made against 
arresting Ihe ticket sellers? W here is the 
evidence. Messrs. Editors, to be found that 
he people dem and the law shall become a 
dead letter? How comes it now that in 
San Francisco arrests are made penal def 
applied, and in every case a conviction is 
had, and that new ordinances are being 
adopted to make the offense more heinous, 
while in this Capital city neither the City 
Attorney. District Attorney, Chief of Po­ 
lice nor Police Commissioners make any 
effort to enforce the law ? How is it that 
these gentlemen are unaware of the viola­ 
tion of the law. when the}- cannot walk the 
streets without the evidence of it staring 
them in their faces?

T h e In c o m in g R ab b it l*eat. 
A correspondent of the San Francisco 
Bulletin writes to that journal under date 
of yesterday, as follows : 
It is stated that a vessel on the way to 
this piort has some A ustralian rabbits on 
board. 
I can scarcely believe it, because 
only an enemy to Caiitornia would think 
of turning loose in this State such an ac­ 
cursed pest. 
In the United States consular 
reports for December, 1886, No. 72, Consul- 
General Morgan says: 
" A large landed 
proprietor in the W estern District of Vic­ 
toria about 1860 imported them for sport. 
From the W estern District they spread to 
the stony rises between Colac and Camper- 
day. * * * They m ultiplied w ith such 
rapidity as to literally overrun that portion 
of country. * * * It is doubtful whether 
any persons are aware of the immense loss 
that has been sustained in this colony 
through the ravages of tbe rabbit, but it is 
an undoubted fact th at $120,000 has been 
expended to clear one estate and keep tbe 
pests under, and in m any others it has cost 
the owners 
large 
511ms, from 
$75,000 
downward. * 
* 
* 
In the discussion 
in the Parliam ent 011 the introduction of 
the late “ Malle Pastoral Leases Act” it 
was clearly pointed out that the country 
(12,000,000 acres) affected by tbe bill hail 
been rendered almost useless and unin­ 
habitable through the damage caused by 
this ruthless invader. Stations on which 
sm iling homesteads, fine 
orchards and 
other improvements had a few years back 
existed were fallen into ruin añil deserted 
by all living creatures except the rabbits. 
* * * 
During the past three years the 
Government has expended about' $150,000 
in Victoria on the extirpation of the lab- 
bitt. * * * From reports. published a 
various tim es in tbe papers and inquiries 
made the num ber of rabbits destroyed has 
been considerable, at least 1,884,000 scalps 
and ears and skins being paid for in less 
t ’ian two years. * * * The sum voted 
this year by Parliament for rabbit extirpa­ 
tion is $50,000, and I le irn from Sydney 
papers that in New South W alts no less than 
$370.000 lias been voted for the same 
work, and in South Australia the sum 
is $150,000. s * * It can be asserted on 
good grounds that one pair of rabbits will, 
under most favorable circumstances, in­ 
crease in two aud one-half years to the 
enormous num ber of two millions. * * * 
I am informed by Hon. A. Morrach, Secre­ 
tary for Lands, that there are above five 
hundred miles of rabbit proof wire net 
fencing erected in this colony of Victoria 
at an average cost o f$400 per mile. * * 
T be estimated damage by rabbits would be 
difficult to ascertain, but it may be safely 
stated that during the last ten years tiie 
loss caused by tbe pest through decrease in 
carrying capabilities of land, destruction of 
crops, loss of rents, etc , would am ount to 
.at feast $15,000,000.” 
I wish sim ply to add to the above that 
m y own observations while in the Austra­ 
lian colonies confirmed the statem ent (it 
the terrible destructiveness of these pests. 
The Legislature is now in session, and it 
cannot do better than to pass an ‘ Exclu­ 
sion Act.” If it is true that these rabbits 
are on tbe way, prom pt and im m ediate 
action is necessary, but in any event such 
a bill would be a wise precautionary m eas­ 
ure to pass.

B o ard of T ru stees. 
The Board of City Trustees m et yester­ 
day, all the m em bers present; m inutes 
read and approved. 
The report of H . C. W olf, Chief Engineer 
of the W aterworks, showing that 15,240,000 
gallons of water were pum ped during the 
week ending February 13th, was read and 
ordered on file. 
R. T. Devlin, attorney for T. J. Clunie, 
in the tax suit of the City of Sacramento 
vs. Clunie, appeared and presented a bill 
for $04 20, costs in said suit. 
Bids for constructing a sewer in the alley 
between N and O, Twelfth and T hirteenth 
streets, were opened ami 
the contract 
awarded to W. II. Hobby, the lowest bid­ 
der, at $192 05. 
T he following resolution, introduced hy 
Trustee Ryan, was passed unanim ously: 
Whereas, A bill is pending in the Legislature 
authorizing the continuance of hydraulic m in­ 
ing under the pretext of htiildrag dams; and, 
whereas, further dnmage from hydraulic, m in­ 
ing seriously endangers the prosperity and exist­ 
ence of this city; 
]{r*olcc'i, By the Board of Trustees of the City 
of Sacramento, that we do earnestly protest 
against the passage of such bill, and call upon 
our representatives to use all honorable means 
in their power to secure Its defeat. 
Ordinance No. 215, am ending the price 
of water-taps, introduced at the last m eet­ 
ing, was read and passed. 
The m onthly report of the City Treas­ 
urer, J. N. Porter, for the m onth of Ja n ­ 
uary, show ing that there was a balance of 
$100,718 38 on hand February 1, 1887, was 
read and ordered on file. 
T he Chief Engineer of the Fire D epart­ 
m ent, accompanied by A. A. Cook and 
John Brenner, appeared before the Board 
and asked that the brick wall between J. 
T. Stoll's building and the Dexter Stables, 
running north and south, be condemned, 
stating that the sam e was dangerous. The 
Clerk was directed to request Mr. Stoll to 
appear before the Board at 10 o'clock this 
m orning and express him self upon the 
subject. 
Trustee Ryan, to whom had been re­ 
ferred the petition of the Trustees of the 
M arguerite Hom e, asking that a street 
lam p be placed at the corner of the alley 
on Seventh street, between P and Q, re­ 
ported in favor of granting the petition. 
So ordered. 
T he Street Commissioner was also di­ 
rected to provide for more light at T hir­ 
teenth and D streets. 
The resolution of intention to improve 
Twenty-second street, passed at the last 
m eeting, was rescinded. 
Com plaint of cattle running at large at 
T hirteenth and X streets was referred to 
the Street Commissioner. 


W a te r in th e T ules. 
There is very little w ater in the tules 
west of W ashington—none at all compared 
w ith the usual condition of affairs at this 
season of the year—but it seems probable 
th at there soon will be, as the levees in 
Colusa county have broken 
in several 
places, owing to the Sacramento river hav­ 
ing attained a high stage up there, and a 
great flood is rushing in, damaging very 
heavily those farmers who, in anticipation 
of a dry season, had planted every acre of 
low land they possessed, and were jubilant 
over their prospects. The water is pouring 
in upon the low country west of W ashing­ 
ton through the break in the bulkhead 
above that town, which allows the water to 
run in when the river is over 17i feet, and 
consequently there is a big body of it pass­ 
ing through the break now that the river is 
over 18 feet. The wagon road running out 
of W ashington is covered with water to 
such a depth as to be impassable. M ilk­ 
m en living up the river are bringing their 
•m ilk to the city in boats. 


A R eception C om m ittee. 
The hotel proprietors and real estate 
agents, to the num ber of fifteen or twenty,

MORE BAD WEATHER. 


C o n tin u atio n of tlie T e rrib le Snow -storm 
on th e Hill. 
Dispatches received yesterday from points 
in the upper half o f the State showed that 
at alm ost all localities the storm was still 
prevailing. A t Montague and vicinity, on 
the upper end of the California and Oregon 
Railroad, there appeared to be a cessation 
of hostilities, and a few other places re­ 
ported the weather to be no more than 
cloudy, but those instances were few. On 
the hill snow continued to _ fall in great 
quantity, down as far as Newcastle, and 
the high wind caused it to drift into im ­ 
mense hanks. 
For the first tim e in many 
years the railroad company found the snow 
too m uch for it. tem porarily, and had to 
subm it to a blockade; but the road would 
without doubt have been kept open but for 
an accident to the snow-plow in the vicin­ 
ity of Blue Canyon, where it was off the 
track for several hours Sunday' morn­ 
ing, 
and 
soon 
after 
resum ing 
work 
left 
the 
rails 
again 
and 
could not be replaced until m idnight. 
By 
that tim e snow had accumulated on the 
track to a depth of from four feet up, and 
when the plow early* in the m orning started 
out to clear the track to Alta, with four 
locomotives pushing it, it got stalled near 
China Ranch, and could neither go ahead 
nor retreat. 
The extra plow that has 
always been kept at Alta, was sent to the 
“ front ” of the California and Oregon rail­ 
road about ten days ago, when that road 
was in trouble because of snow, and in 
consequence all that could be done for the 
plow at China Ranch yesterday was to dig 
it out, and a force ot 250 shovelers, includ­ 
ing about 50 m iners, who were enlisted in 
that locality, entered upon the work, ad­ 
vancing .from near Alta. Owing to the 
fact that Division Superintendent W right 
has recently been seriously ill, and is 
scarcely tough enough yet to stand the ex­ 
posure incident to a light with the elements 
on the spot, he has directed operations 
from his office bv wire, while Assistant 
Superintendent U rquhart is at the scene of 
warfare. 
A snow plow, with seven engines behind 
it, is waiting at Em igrant Gap to “ buck ’ 
at the snow between there and Blue Can­ 
yon when the other plow is " itselt again,” 
hut it was not considered good policy for it 
to start out io take the chances of getting 
stalled or off the track while the lower 
portion of the road is blocked. 
From pres­ 
ent indications, tlie storm still prevailing, 
and being so furious that m any old m oun­ 
tain men say it is the most severe they 
ever experienced, it will be good fortune if 
the road is clear before to-night. 
About 11 o’clock last night Superin­ 
tendent W right received a dispatch that, 
for the first time in several days, snow had 
ceased falling at Blue Canyon and also at 
the Sum m it. The barometer was rising a 
little, awd there was not much wind. These 
favorable indications have inspired the 
hope that the track will be clear before to­ 
night. 
In addition to the shovelers w ork­ 
ing from this end easwardly, a force of ICO 
or more, from the other side, will, shortly 
after daylight this morning, start down the 
hill w ith the plow from Emigrant Gap, and 
make the snow fly from there to Blue Can­ 
yon.

The river last year 
at this tim e m arked 22 feet 2 inches, 
while the river yesterday noon was steady 
at 18 feet 6 inches. A t Colusa it was 25 
feet 1 inch yesterday at 11 a. m., and the 
weather cloudy, w ith southerly wind3. 
The highest and lowest tem perature in Sac­ 
ram ento yesterday was 40° and 39°, with 
easterly wind and showery weather. The 
barometer fell rapidly night before last and 
continued falling yesterday, reaching at 7 
o'clock last night 29.63 inches, which Í3 a 
rise of only .007 of an inch since noon 
yesterday. 
The tem perature was as low at 
~ o'clock last night (39°) as it was at 4 
o’clock yesterday morning. 
Last evening the air was still and cold in 
this city, and, being full of moisture, frost 
made its appearance at an early hour upon 
the sidewalks, which will probably be 
quite white at daylight this m orning. 


T he Trains. 
The train from Delta arrived on time 
yesterday.

The Colfax train arrived here yes 
terday m orning with about a foot of snow 
on the roofs of tlie cars, and the boys de­ 
voted their attention to securing it for 
snowballing purposes. There was so much 
snow on tlie track below Colfax that the 
train almost got stalled while coming down 
Arrivals from Shingle Springs by the 
2:35 P. M. train reported seven or eight 
inches of snow on the ground w hen tliey 
left there, and more filling rapidly 
The 
east-bound express train which left Sacra­ 
m ento Sunday evening is lying at Colfax, 
and will probably be there all of to-day at 
least. 
The west-bound express, which 
should have arrived in Sacramento yester­ 
day morning, is held at Cisco, and will stay 
there until the road is open. The passen­ 
gers of both trains have plenty to eat. and 
are made as 
comfortable 
as 
possible. 
Among those on the west-bound train are 
some Sacramentans 
who went over to 
Truckee ou Saturday, just to see a storm, 
and they are having an excellent opportu­ 
nity to gratify their curiosity. The legisla­ 
tive people who went over to inquire how 
the Truckee river trout were getting along, 
will also know more about bad weather 
when they return than they did when they 
went awav. 
All of the travelers wili he 
able to appreciate tlie work of keeping the 
railroad open 
The local Colfax train, 
which usually arrives here at 10:25 a. m., 
will come down this m orning on the time 
of the overland (7 o'clock), and run through 
to San Francisco in place of that train.

HIDDEN FORCES. 


L ectu re o f D r. J . R . L atn e B efore th e 
Y. M. C. A . L ast E vening. 
Dr. J. R. Laine, of this city, delivered a 
lecture last evening before the Young 
Men’s Christian Association, on the sub­ 
ject of “ H idden Forces,” which was care­ 
fully listened to hy a large, intelligent and 
appreciative audience. 
The m eeting was 
called to order hy Professor Anderson, who 
made a short address, full of excellent ad­ 
vice to young men, after which he intro­ 
duced the speaker of the evening. 
Dr. Laine prefaced his rem arks by stat­ 
ing that the U nited States had now reached 
the most im portant period in its history. 
He then outlined the great work before tlie 
young men of the country, the responsi­ 
bilities they are called upon to assume, and 
the importance of their being prepared for 
the work before them . The men of the 
past had made the worli of to-day; its 
future destiny is in the hands of the young 
men. 
H e spoke of the different climatic in­ 
fluences on character, claiming that this 
was tlie m ost potent agency, as exemplified 
in the activity of people of northern lati­ 
tudes and the lethargy of those of the 
south. 
Education, 
politics, 
including 
bossism and Socialism, were discussed. Un 
foreign 
imm igration, several 
excellent 
thoughts were presented. A man became 
a good citizen as soon as he was identified 
with our country by owning a hom e; 
foreigners were dangerous only because 
they were fresh from the galling yoke of 
despotism, and they took fright at every 
shadow, for fear this newly-gained liberty 
would be wrested from them . Chinamen 
were unfit for citizenship, because they 
had no homes, no wives, no virtue, but 
have a Pagan religion and the most vicious 
of vicious habits. 
« 
The speaker, after enum erating these 
various forces, assured the yojjng men that 
they m ust go 011 duty ; they m ust stand 
guard, and that the only remedy for the 
nnm erous ills would be the neutralizing 
power of education, of pure American 
ideas, pure religion, pure judicial and pure 
political adm inistration—ail of which could 
be effected by the youth cultivating serious 
thought, unswerving adherence to prin­ 
ciple, unflinching integrity and faith in 
God. 
At the close of the lecture, the fourth 
business talk of the popular course was an­ 
nounced fornext Monday evening, “ Labor— 
A Study,” by Dr. Edwin Collins, of Oak­ 
land.

A W e a lth y S y n d ic a te B u y s U p C o al I.an d * 
in th e M o n o n g a h e la V a lle y . 
New Y ork. February 14th.—One of the 
greatest coal deals ever consum mated in 
Monongahela valley was closed a few days 
ago. 
New York and Philadelphia capital­ 
ists. who were in Pittsburg recently, formed 
a syndicate and have carried on negotia­ 
tions, which were completed Friday and 
Saturday by the signatures of nearly all 
the holders of coal lands to an agreement 
which gives the purchasing syndicate the 
option on the whole block for six m onths. 
A quarter of a m illion dollars is the aggre­ 
gate. An effort was made to get the entire 
block from the Monongahela to the Youghi- 
ogheny river at a uniform rate of $50 an 
acre, but this was not entirely successful. 
In most instances $50 was the price agreed 
upon, but near the rivers as high as$60and 
$65 was paid. The entire block is supposed 
to contain 5,000 acres. Twenty years ago 
coal was bought in this same field at $100 an 
acre, right alongside of the tracts which in 
this deal go for $50. This tells the story of 
the depression in the coai business of the 
valley, under the combined inliuence of 
competition by natural gas and lockage 
tolls. 


D e c isio n in a C a lifo rn ia L a n d C ase. 
W a sh in g to n, 
February 
14th.—Acting 
Secretary of the Interior Muldrow to-day 
decided an appeal m ade by the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company from the de­ 
cision of the Commissioner of the Land 
Office, in the case of W. Burlingame, in 
the Los Angeles Land District. In Sep­ 
tember, 1854, the Land Office decided this 
case adversely to the company, on the 
ground that the lands claimed were w ithin 
the lim its of the Tajanta rancho, the true 
lim its of which were not fixed until Febru­ 
ary 21, 1872, and Burlingam e’s pre-emption 
filing for this and other lands was allowed 
to go on record. 
Burlingame did not ask 
it him self for his claim under the pre­ 
emption law, but abandoned it in May, 
1S84. lie again filed on the land under a 
timber culture application. 
It was denied 
by the State Land Office, and he appealed 
to the General Land Office. 
May 20, 1884, 
the railroad company made a selection of 
the 
lands 
in 
question, 
as 
coming 
w ithin 
its 
grant 
from 
the Govern­ 
ment. 
The 
Departm ent 
rejected 
the selection and allowed Burlingam e’s 
appeal 
Tbe identical questions involved 
in the case were tried before the Supreme 
Court of California in the famous Garcia 
case. 
Had a patent been issued to Bur- 
ligame for his pre-emption filing in the de­ 
partm ent. the Secretary says it would have 
been w ithout his jurisdiction to consider 
the case further, but as he abaudoned his 
filing and made a new application nnder a 
different law. it is a new application on ail 
independent transaction. Several decisions 
of Courts in cases where sim ilar ques­ 
tions were involved ate cited, and (he Sec­ 
retary says they all proceed on the theory 
that the proceedings in relation to the final 
determ ination of the survey under the 
statutes is in the nature of a proceeding in 
rent., and is conclusive as against the 
claimants under floating Mexican grants. 
The decision appealed from is therefore re­ 
versed. 
Acting Secretary of the Interior Mnl- 
drow has written a letter to Attorney-Gen­ 
eral Garland, and in it he says that on the 
2d of November last the Interior Depart­ 
m ent received a letter from the Depart­ 
ment of Justice, inclosing a letter from 
Messrs. Jacobs and Barnes, attorneys, to­ 
gether with the petitions of citizens of Tu­ 
lare and F'resno, asking that proceedings 
be begun to determine the validity of cer­ 
tain patents issued to the Southern Pacific 
Railroad Company for lands w ithin these 
counties. The attorneys' letter w ith the 
inclosed was 
referred to Commissioner 
Sparks, who has reported adversely on the 
application, and the Commissioner’s find­ 
ings are approved by the Secretary of the 
Interior, 
lie cites the case of the Sonthern 
Pacific Railroad vs. Orton, decided by Judge 
Sawyer, of the United States Circuit Court, 
in 1871, where tbe same question is in­ 
volved as in the petition ana were decided, 
and m aintains that company is legally en­ 
titled to the lands adjacent to ils line of the 
road, notwithstanding the change of the 
original location of route. 


T h e H a w a iia n T r e a ty . 
W a sh in g to n, February 14th.—Various 
reports have been circulated since tbe Sen­ 
ate ratified the Hawaiian treaty, with an 
amendm ent providing for the* cession of 
Pearl river harbor to the United States, as 
to what action the President would take in 
the matter. Slatements coming from ap­ 
parently responsible sources have been 
found inaccurate. The proposition for a 
renewal of the present treaty for a period 
of seven years was made by ex-Prcsident 
A rthur. There is a very large m ajority in 
the Senate in favor of this proposition. 
The friends of the treaty, however, were 
evidently outwitted by a "minority opposed 
to it. The proposition to ask for the ces­ 
sion of Pearl river harbor originated in the 
minds of a few friends of the Chinese in 
the Foreign Relations Committee, who 
thought they could secure a point with the 
Adm inistration. A majority of the friends 
of the extension

are 
opposed to 
the amendm ent, but the 
opponents 
of 
the 
treaty, 
joining 
hands 
with 
the 
supporters 
of 
the 
amendment, carried it by a m ajority of 7. 
The Constitution requires a two-thirds 
vote to ratify a treaty, and until within a 
few m onths the two-thirds majority has 
been beaten. Its adoption will probably 
defeat the extension plan for the present 
Congress, and the old treaty will rem ain in 
force until one or the other of the contract­ 
ing parties el ves the year’s notice required 
to term inate it. Secretary Bayard does not 
think that Senator Edmunds" or the For­ 
eign Relations Committee have any right 
under the Constitution to m ake treaties. 
That power, he holds, rests exclusively 
with the President, and it is not likelvtbat 
any attention will be paid to the" new 
treaty, as changed 
by the Pearl river 
amendments, at next session of Congress. 
A new treaty, or sim ply the extension of 
the present treaty with "Hawaii, wili prob­ 
ably be sent by tbe President to the Senate. 


fT ro u b le A m o n g th e M aso n ic B re th r e n . 
N ew Y o rk , February 14th.—The Su n 
rays: Thousands of Masons in town have 
been talking for weeks about the suspen­ 
sion of Prudence Lodge. No. G34. and Pales­ 
tine Chapter, No. 255, by Grand Master F. 
1*. Lawrence. The cause of the suspension 
was tbe admission to the Masonic tanks of 
at least seven men who have been discov­ 
ered to be professional gamblers and dis­ 
reputable men. 
The trouble began in 
Prudence Lodge. 
It is ailedged the lead­ 
ing officers ol ibat Lodge knowingly re­ 
ported four unw orthy candidates for ad­ 
mission, and then by appointment of a 
committee of personal" friends, staved off a 
very thorough inves'igatioti, and secured 
their election by a purely formal ballot. It 
W'as discovered that by sim ilar tactics two 
notorious men were adm itted to Palestino 
Chaptei. One, it is said, is a sporting man, 
who about a year ago shot and killed a 
man, and the other is the keeper of a noto­ 
rious dive. Six weeks ago disgusted Masons 
preferred charges against both lodges, and 
they were sti-pended, pending the trial of 
the'offieers who allowed tbe initiations of 
the candidates. 
Both lodges are new de­ 
prived of their right to exercise Masonic 
functions, and will remain powerless until 
the ofifenaive members and offending of­ 
ficers and their confederates are ousted.

served to drag into ligbt several of the in­ 
famous proceedings ol Dublin Castle and 
Us lawyers during the winter, and to ex­ 
pose the vile tricks by which they are plot­ 
ting to secure the conviction of John Dillon 
and 
his fellow-traversers by a packed 
ju ry of Dublin county Orangemen. The 
Crason people have .changed the venue of 
the trial from tbe city to the county of 
Dublin. They have increased the ordi­ 
nary panel by 100 jurors, and they have 
placed the sub-sheriffship, which means 
the selection of the panel, in the hands of 
Captain H am ilton, head of the Emergency 
Association and foreman of the jury that 
convicted Hynes. The object of all this is 
to obtain a venire containing as m any 
lialf-pay English officers and broken-down 
landlords who dwell in the suburbs of 
Dublin as will enable them to till the jury 
box w ith sworn enemies of the prisoners. 
The Government, during the debate, boldly 
avowed their intention to stand aside ail 
jurors except those to whom the Crown 
considers men of “ independent thought,” 
this being the latest euphonism for true- 
blue Orangemen. The exposure of these 
designs during the debate made a profound 
impression on the m inds of the English 
members and the English public. I believe 
that this Government will be broken up. 
T he home-rule feeling in England is grow­ 
ing riper every day. The fact is, the longer 
this Government staggers and bungles along 
the better, for tim e is fighting our battle. 
There will, however, be a spell of trouble 
in Ireland during the next few m onths if 
John Dillon and his comrades are con­ 
victed.
